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NAVAJO COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS MINUTES 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 8, 2008 

 

9:30 a.m. The meeting was called to order and Chairman Tenney led the Pledge of Allegiance 

and offered the Invocation 

 

PRESENT:  David Tenney, Chairman; J. R. DeSpain, Vice Chairman; Jesse Thompson, 

Supervisor; Jerry Brownlow, Supervisor; Mel Bowers, County Attorney; James Jayne, 

County Manager; and Darlene Fraley, Clerk of the Board.  Percy Deal, Supervisor, entered 

the meeting in progress due to extreme weather conditions. 

 

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
a. Election of Chairman and Vice-Chairman for 2008: Supervisor Brownlow made a motion 

to designate Supervisor DeSpain as Chairman for 2008; motion seconded by Supervisor 

Thompson; vote unanimous approving the motion. Supervisor Thompson made a motion 

to designate Supervisor Brownlow as Vice-Chairman for 2008; motion seconded by 

Supervisor Deal; vote unanimous approving the motion. 

b. Presentation of Plaque of Appreciation for 2007 Service:  Chairman DeSpain presented a 

plaque of appreciation to Supervisor Tenney for his service as 2007 Chairman. 

c. American RV and Navajo County Recognizing Excellence:  Supervisors presented 

certificates and fruit baskets provided by American RV to Carolyn Castillo, Deputy Clerk of 

the Court, and Delton Jenkins of Building and Grounds for their outstanding contributions to 

the county. 

d. Consideration and possible adoption of joint Resolution Number_ - 08 with the Town of 

Pinetop-Lakeside, City of Show Low and Navajo County requesting that the Arizona 

Department of Transportation install bicycle lanes along Highway 260 in the Town of 

Pinetop-Lakeside, the City of Show Low and the portion of Navajo County that lies in 

between: Dusty Parsons advised this is a request for support from the City of Show Low and 

Town of Pinetop and there is no cost to the County.  Supervisor Tenney made a motion to 

adopt Resolution Number 01 – 08, a joint resolution with the Town of Pinetop-Lakeside, 

City of Show Low and Navajo County requesting that the Arizona Department of 

Transportation install bicycle lanes along Highway 260 in the Town of Pinetop-Lakeside, the 

City of Show Low and the portion of Navajo County that lies between; motion seconded by 

Supervisor Thompson; vote unanimous approving the motion.

Supervisor Thompson made a motion to approve the Consent Agenda as presented and 
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authorize the chairman to sign those documents; motion seconded by Supervisor DeSpain; vote 

unanimous approving the motion with Supervisor Deal absent for the vote. 

 

HUMAN RESOURCES: Consideration and possible approval of Personnel Action report: 

Shalice Cook reviewed the 72 item written report.  Supervisor DeSpain made a motion to 

approve the Personnel Action report as presented; motion seconded by Supervisor Thompson; 

vote unanimous approving the motion.  Supervisor Thompson offered congratulations to all 

receiving the anniversary increase and expressed appreciation to all employees who have 

remained with the county through the lean times.   

 

TREASURER/INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY: Informational presentation of changes that 

have been made to the Navajo County website:  Phil Wills advised this presentation will 

demonstrate changes to the website made this past year, advising the website has changed to 

www.navajocountyaz.gov. Treasurer Manny Hernandez and Chief Deputy Jackie Koon reviewed 

changes in the website payment process through which Vital Check residents can pay their taxes 

on line with the county receiving the money the same day; and receipts are issued on line.  

Treasurer Hernandez conducted an on-line practice of search and payment options that can be 

utilized by the public and Mr. Wills reviewed address change options and weather updates 

available on the website.  He responded to questions from supervisors about the website and 

agreed to put weather information about the northern portion of the county on the site. 

 

SHERIFF:  Consideration and possible adoption of Resolution Number __- 08 to increase 

medical co-pay fees to $10.00 per medical visit for inmates housed in the Navajo County facility: 

Chief Bernard Huser and Commander Matt Searles reviewed the background for this request, 

advising the cost of this comes out of the inmate account, discussing the procedures for those 

who do not have an account and advising they estimate about $10,000 in revenue from this 

change.  Supervisor Brownlow made a motion to adopt Resolution Number 02 - 08 to 

increase medical co-pay fees to $10.00 per medical visit for inmates housed in the Navajo 

County facility; motion seconded by Supervisor Tenney.  Following questions and answers, the 

vote was unanimous approving the motion.

b. Consideration and possible adoption of Resolution Number _- 08 cancelling the election for 

Ski Hi Domestic Water Improvement District scheduled for March 11, 2008 and appointing 

Aage Olsen, Richard Inman and Victor Rico, each with four year terms to the Board of 
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Directors:  Lisa McKee reviewed this request and its background.  Supervisor Tenney made 

a motion to adopt Resolution Number 04 - 08 cancelling the election for Ski Hi Domestic 

Water Improvement District scheduled for March 11, 2008 and appointing Aage Olsen, 

Richard Inman and Victor Rico, each with four year terms to the Board of Directors; motion 

seconded by Supervisor Thompson; vote unanimous approving the motion.   

c. Consideration and possible adoption of Resolution Number _- 08 cancelling the election for 

Timberland Acres Special Road District #1 scheduled for March 11, 2008 and appointing 

Steven Burdick with a two year term to the Board of Directors:  Lisa McKee reviewed this 

request and its background. Supervisor Tenney made a motion to adopt Resolution 

Number 05 - 08 cancelling the election for Timberland Acres Special Road District #1 

scheduled for March 11, 2008 and appointing Steven Burdick with a two year term to the 

Board of Directors; motion seconded by Supervisor Brownlow; vote unanimous approving 

the motion. 

d. Consideration and possible action to call a Recall Election for the recall of Howard D. 

Brown, Board Member of the Sun Valley Fire District, with precinct based election to be 

conducted May 20, 2008: Lisa McKee reviewed this request advising that the required 

number of signatures have been verified for this recall action and discussed the recall 

procedures.  Supervisor Tenney made a motion to call an election for the recall of Howard 

D. Brown, Board Member of the Sun Valley Fire District, with the precinct based election to 

be conducted May 20, 2008; motion seconded by Supervisor Brownlow; vote unanimous 

approving the motion.   

Supervisor Deal discussed a meeting on the reservation that addressed election related matters 

including the upcoming Presidential Preference Election advising that the person coming out of 

Window Rock said there was a lot of information and cooperation coming out of Apache County 

but little is coming from Navajo County and he will provide that name to Ms. McKee for her to 

contact.  Ms. McKee discussed the many meetings the Outreach workers conduct and expressed 

appreciation to Supervisor Deal to give her the opportunity to meet these needs. 

 

FINANCE: 

a. Consideration and possible action related to the use of ASPC-Winslow Northland Pioneer 

College apprentice labor for construction projects at the county facilities as required: Mary 

Springer advised this is a partnership between the county, NPC, and the Arizona Department 

of Corrections to provide construction services on projects using apprentices on those smaller 

projects where the county has been unable to get bidders.  She reported this would be using 

State Contract.   Mel Bowers inquired if the county would provide supervision of the inmates 

and Ms. Springer advised Security Guards from Winslow Prison and NPC staff will be on 

site fulfilling that role.  Supervisor Tenney made a motion to approve this action as 

presented; motion seconded by Supervisor Brownlow; vote unanimous approving this 

motion.  

b. Consideration and possible action related to the award of Contract #B07-11-001 for two glass 

coated bolted steel potable water reservoirs to Henkels and McCoy, Inc. in the amount of 

$655,435.18: Mary Springer and James Matteson discussed the need for the replacement of 

these tanks, stating a thorough study of this issue was conducted, advising two of the latest 

technology tanks are being installed to provide backup if needed and the bid came in about 

$100,000 under budget.  Mr. Matteson responded to Supervisors’ questions and discussed the 

replacement procedures to provide uninterrupted water service to the complex.  Supervisor 
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Tenney made a motion to award Contract #B07-11-001 for two glass-coated bolted steel 

potable water reservoirs to Henkels and McCoy, Inc. in the amount of $655,435.18; motion 

seconded by Supervisor Brownlow; vote unanimous approving the motion. James Jayne 

advised this is a long term solution and commended Jim Matteson for his expertise in this 

process. 

 

Supervisor Brownlow requested that item “C” as listed be moved to the front of the Public 

Works’ agenda and it was discussed prior to other Public Works’ items. 

 

PUBLIC WORKS: 

a. Consideration and possible action related to the county transportation plan:  

i. Approval of Intergovernmental Contract Number P001-2007-004384 RTP/Small Area 

Transportation Study Navajo County Northern Arizona:  James Matteson stated this is 

an example of creative work with ADOT and Navajo County communities to form a 

partnership where ADOT contributed  a large percentage of the cost, reducing the 

county cost from $150,000 to $75,000 for a fully integrated study.  Supervisor Tenney 

made a motion to approve the Intergovernmental Contract Number P001-2007-004384 

RTP/Small Area Transportation Study Navajo County, Northern Arizona; motion 

seconded by Supervisor Brownlow. Supervisor Tenney stated it is admirable to have one 

comprehensive study from Winslow east and south and Supervisors thanked Mr. Parsons 

and Mr. Matteson. Vote unanimous approving the motion.       

ii. Adoption of Amendment Number 3 to the professional services contract with Wilson & 

Company to provide a transportation plan for the areas of Holbrook, Winslow, Joseph 

City, Heber, Sun Valley, Overgaard and Woodruff in an amount not to exceed 

$374,765.00:  Supervisor Tenney made a motion to adopt Amendment Number 3 to 

the professional services contract with Wilson & Company to provide a transportation 

plan for the areas of Holbrook, Winslow, Joseph City, Heber, Sun Valley, Overgaard 

and Woodruff in an amount not to exceed $374,765.00; motion seconded by Supervisor 

Brownlow; vote unanimous approving the motion. 

iii. Approval of funding for Amendment Number 3 from District III ($50,000) and District 

IV ($25,000) Special Road Funds with the remainder of the funding to be reimbursed 

from the Arizona Department of Transportation:  Supervisor Tenney made a motion 

approving funding for Amendment Number 3 from District III ($50,000) and District IV 

($25,000) Special Road Funds with the remainder of the funding to be reimbursed from 

the Arizona Department of Transportation; motion seconded by Supervisor Brownlow.  

Following discussion, it was agreed an amendment would come back on a future agenda 

for District II to participate in the funding.  Vote unanimous approving the motion.   

b. Consideration and possible action related to the purchase of one new motor grader and 

miscellaneous items in an amount not to exceed $210,000.00 from District II Special Road 

Funds:  Dusty Parsons reviewed this request stating the equipment will be loaned to be used 

to maintain about 500 miles of school bus routes.  Supervisor Thompson discussed the need 

for this action to provide much needed maintenance equipment.  Supervisor Thompson 

made a motion to purchase one new motor grader and miscellaneous items in an amount not 

to exceed $210,000.00 from District II Special Road Funds; motion seconded by Supervisor 

Deal.  In response to a question from Supervisor Deal, Mr. Parsons stated the loan of the 

equipment will be to the Navajo Department of Transportation.  Vote unanimous approving 
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the motion.  In response to a question from Supervisor Deal, Mr. Parsons discussed the 

progress on the agreement with NDOT and the Navajo Nation. Mr. Parsons and Supervisors 

thanked Mel Bowers and Lance Payette for their efforts on these projects. 

c. Consideration and possible action related to the award of contract #B07-10-030, Supply and 

Delivery of a Portable Screening Plant, to Kimball Rentals, L.L.C. in the amount of 

$161,598.42: Dusty Parsons advised this will replace the older cinder plant in Show Low.  

Supervisor Tenney made a motion to award contract #B07-10-030, Supply and Delivery of 

a Portable Screening Plant, to Kimball Rentals, L.L.C. in the amount of $161,598.42 with the 

acknowledgment that this is a way to stretch Navajo County tax dollars and thanking Kenny 

Patterson of Show Low for his efforts; motion seconded by Supervisor Brownlow.  Mr. 

Patterson advised that this is an example of how the county and city work together to stretch 

tax dollars by purchasing items that can be of joint use, stating the county has done an 

excellent job with cinders.  Vote unanimous approving the motion.   

d. Consideration and possible action related to the Hilltop Drive Improvement District: 

i.  Adoption of Resolution Number _-08 setting a hearing for February 5, 2008 at 9:30 

a.m. for the formation of Hilltop Drive Improvement District:  Supervisor Brownlow 

made a motion to adopt Resolution Number 06 -08 setting a hearing for February 5, 

2008 at 9:30 a.m. for the formation of the Hilltop Drive Improvement District; motion 

seconded by Supervisor Tenney.  In response to a question from Supervisor Brownlow, 

Carol Fraley advised Hilltop Drive, Frontier Lane, Happy Trail Lane, Hilltop Lane, 

Lacey Lane, Oxbow Drive and Pioneer Lane will be paved.  Vote unanimous approving 

the motion with Supervisor Deal absent for the vote.   

ii. Set the bond for associated costs of the formation of said district:  Ms. Fraley discussed 

the costs that would be incurred in the formation of this district.  Supervisor Brownlow 

made a motion to set the bond for associated costs of the formation of said district at 

$500.00; motion seconded by Supervisor Tenney; vote unanimous approving the motion 

with Supervisor Deal absent for the vote.   

e. Consideration and possible action related to Bucking Horse Improvement District Board of 

Directors’ Session:  Supervisor Tenney made a motion to enter into the Bucking Horse 

Improvement District Board of Directors’ Session; motion seconded by Supervisor 

Brownlow; vote unanimous approving the motion.  

i. Consideration of protests/objections to the Resolution of Intention:  Carol Fraley 

advised that following the board’s adoption of the Resolution of Intention notice went 

out to residents of the area with the cost estimate prepared by Ironside Engineering.  

She advised 23 written objections were received and forwarded to legal counsel, Fred 

Rosenfeld, who stated there is no further need for a hearing.  Supervisor Tenney 

advised that many of the people who had written objections were present at the last 

board hearing and he is fine with moving forward.  Supervisor Brownlow stated he read 

all submitted letters and was also present when the objections were made.
